He 
oft ogricaltural for mercantile pursults, and tally 
settled at Manchester a5 cotton printer; ani 
from small beginnings became one of tho leading 
manufacturers of thut city. Before be entered 
Parliament, bo was known by soyoral pamphlols 
Which be had published, upon Political and com. 
mercial questions. He entered Parliament in 
1841, and became the greatest ndyocate of frea 
fade. Ho was the most active member of tho 
“ant-corn Iaw league,” and tho repeal of the 
com Jaws in 1846 was aniversally weribod, in a 
great measure, to his efforts. For these services 
Mr. Cobden was rewarded with o Rational sab- 
scription of £70,000, and in 1847 wos lected the 
representative of the great coustitacncy of tho West 
Riding of Yorksbire, Ho advocated in Parliament 
the general views of the Radical party, but was 
looked upon, particularly, as the champion of the 
manwlacturing interests. Upon questions rela. 
ting to trade, currency ond finance, he has ever 
been regarded asa very high anthority. [is of- 
forts to reduce tho military and naval fore , bis 
advocacy of the peace doctrines, and, above all, 
bis opposition t» the Rasslan war, geadaally ame 
dermined his popularity; so that tn 1857, after he 
bed carried bis motion condemnatory of Lord 
Palmerston’s Chinese policy, nud ase Leis dic 
solved Parllament, Mr. Cobden, Moding that bo 
had‘no prospect of belpg again returned for tho 
West Riding, contested tho borough of Hudders.

the community, bringing with it such s gracral 
feeling of-indignation against the barbarism of 
slavery, which prompted it, as to encourage hopes 
that all truc men will now unite to cradicate the 
care from our land. Henenforth theso United 
States will pass over from bondace, and rise before 
tho world as a freo and independent nation, Glo- 
Tions sis may be tho result, tho cause has produced 
‘8 deep impression here, and our Eastor has beca a 
ad and mournful day, especlally among the eman- 
cipated people who hove in years past £0 enjoyed 
At, bot Who to-day moar their deliyerer aad their 
frlend, - 
The national colors displaged at hal-mast, thé 
Pablic offes and nearly orery: private hous 
draped wifh mourning emblems, all told tho sad 
story to the oye, while the looks of to people atill 
more fully impressed tho fac! upon the. heart, 
Even the bitter eectonal spirit which bas created 
such disconl hero since the slave power bozan this 
crucl war is now bashed, aod those who have da- 
nonnced the President moorn the cruel mucder of 
the good man. All feel the blow; all sharo the 
grief, No political partycan monopolize the right 
febief mourner at the Interment of the remains 
of Abrubam Lincoln, 

That Jobn Wilkes Booth was the murderer of 
tho Presideat ts certaln. There are two theories, 
however, as to the locality from which the fatal 
thot wos fired. Tho plstol, which Booth doubtless 
Gropped after he drew hig knife, was an old fash. 
foned onc, of what is known’ as the Dorringer 
model ond French manufacture, It is silvor 
mounted, with a receptacle in ‘the stock, In which 
Were three extra percussion caps, and the barrel is 
not over three inchos long. 

One theory is that Booth, who was an accom- 
Pilsbed pistol suot and billiard player, weut, before 
Committing the murder, to tho opposite side of the 
theatre and took the relative position of President 
Lincoln and the closed door of the box In which 
ho sat, after which be went to that door, fred 
through it,and then rushed into the box by the 
other door, There is a bullat hole in tho closed 
door, which is splintered on the inside, abont the 
hight of man’s hand in the attitude of pistol 
shooting from tho floor. This ballet hole is abont 
| four feet from whore President Lincoln sat, and. It 
Isnsserted that had not tho course of the ballet 
deen partly arrested by the resistance to bo over- 
come in passiag through a thia plao board, it 
Would bave gone entirely through the President’ s 
skoll, ~ 

‘Tho other theory 1s that tho pistol was loaded 
with two balls of smaller calibre than the barrel, 
and that while ono accomplished its deadly mis. 
slop, the other went tbroagh tho unopened door of 
the box, Bliss Harris, who was in tho box, 1s 
confident that the murderer was in the box when 
the shot was fired, 

Booth’s escave 5 not strange, 
Precautions taker by him, Some weeks ago he 
hired a stabloin um alloy way at the back of the 
thestze, nndon the afternoon of Friday he ro 
there on a small bay maro whlch he had Just ob- 
Janel at lvery stable, having ofton rade her bo 
and about thn minutes before’the marder was 
cofmitied Booth bad ber brought by a staze 
carpenter to the door bebind the scones, 

From the spot whero Booth alighted on bis feet 
alter jumping from the box to the promptera 
desk on the other sido of the stage, and theace 
behiid the scones to the private door at the rear of 
the theatre, was only sixty-five feet, as measured 
To rash along this distance flourishing his knits was 
an easy matter, for tho theatro people thor knew 
not what had happened. Tho leader of the 
orchestra, who was advanciog in an opposite 
direction, recelved a cut from the knife which 
mado bim spring to ond side, and the coast was 
clear. On reaebing the alley Booth foand that 
tho stago carpenter lett in chargo of bis hore bad 
gone away, leaving the animal with a newsboy, 
Striking this boy with the butt of bis knifo, and 

ursing the stago carpenter (or having gone avray, 
Booth mounted and soon disappeared, 

While the murderer thus oscaped, the plorclag 
seream of Mfrs. Lincoln annonaced that something 
Was}wrong, und then the cry was raised that the 
Prsident bad been shot. Tho scene} which tol 
lowed Is beyond the power of adequate deserip- 
ton. The entire dramatts persona rushed to tho 
frovt of tho stage, Almost the eptire audience 
rushed in the sumo direction, whila nambers 
fcrambled up the box colamns into the 
box to render assistance, or from motives 
of curiosity, Showers of oxecrations agaiust 
the areassin showed what would be his spcody 
doom if caught, Above all the din was heard tho 
voice of Miss Laura Keone, fa tho clearly onun- 
clated tones pecullar to her, giving directions to 
facilitate the purvult of tho assassin, and azain to 
clear the vielulty of the dying Prestdent to give 
him afr, Some geatlemon leaned out of the bos 
fond asked for stimulants (or the sufferer: Had 
any ong f flask of brandy?” Thea there yworo 
calls to clenr tho theatre, and the audience in com: 
plianeo surged toward the door, A gentloaian at 
last brought a pitchor of water, Soreral others 
alo ascended into the box, and as the houso was 
being empriod Bfisy Keeno went round up into 
the drvss circle and into the box. She immediataly 
set to work, placod the Ulecding head of tho 
dying man ea her lap and ondeayored to 
get fome water down bis throat, but oven 
then he was wholly unconseloos, and his 
Pebrenthing was ratitiny and noisy. At last medical 
aid arrived, tho throbbing crowd ontsido was 
forced back, tho street was picketed, and one hour 
later the doctors had the suderiog form transferred 
{0 the honso of Mr. Petersou, opposite the theatre, 

Assistant Secretary Fiold of the Treasury Do. 
Partment has written a detatled account of Mr. 
Lincoln’s last momenis. Mr. Fivld says, after de: 
seribing the murder and the removal of tho martyr 
to Peterson's house: “Tho President waa lying 
on hls ‘back diagonally aeross alow old doubled 
bedstead, bis head supported by two pillows 
on the outer sido of tho bed. He was 
divested of bis clothing. His oyes wor closed 
and tho lds and surrounding parts wero so 
infected with blood a3 to present tho ape 
pearsuce of their bayieg been bralged. Ho was 
cyidently totally unconscious, and was breathing 
regularly, but uenvily, and with an occasional sigh 
escoping his lips, Thery waa searcely a dry oya in 
the room, and the sceno was solemn and impre: 
Five, while tho visits of Afre, Lincoln added to (le 
anguish of all present, so deep waa her grief, 

In the meantime, after day dawned, it began to 
raln heavily, and tho scene from the window was 
in drearf sympathy with what was going on 
within, At about seven ‘o'clock tho President's 
breathing changed ina manner that clearly indl- 
catedjthe approach of death, although his strong 
constitution struggled with thedestroyor. Soveral 
‘dmes;those around him thought that all was over, 
Dnt again und again the feeble respiration would 
bo resumed, Atlast, at just twenty-two minutes 
Past foven o'clock, without a convulsive move 
ment, without a murmnr, bo ceased to breathe, 
‘and yas no more,’” 

“Shortly after bis death,” continues Mr, Field, 
“‘Gnding that the President's eyes wero not en. 
tirely closed, T applied my hands upon them. Ons 
of the attendant surgeons first put nickel cents 
upon them and afterward silver half dollars wero 
eubstitated, It was twenty minut: or half an 
hour alter respiration had ceased beforo tho body 
begun to grow cold, The lower Jaw bezan to fall 
lightly and the wider teeth were exposed. One 
of the medical gentlemen bond up the jaw witha 
pocket handkerchior, 

Immediately after the decease Rey. Dr. Garloy 
offered up a fervent prayer, and bo afterward of- 
fered up supplications in the noxt room, where 
Mrs, Lincoln was supported by ber son Robert, 
Sho was then almost’ carried to her carriage, and 
as she arrived at the front door of tho house sho 
glanced at the theatre opposite, exclaiming: Oh 
that dreadfal house, that dreadful hous! '

Abraham Lincoln, whose terrible death para 

Isres the wholo land with grief and moarning, was 
of English ancestry, and born in Hardin sounty, 
Kentucky, on the 12th of February, 1809, and 
wax, therefore, at bis death, a little over By-six 
years of age. 
& When he was seven years old hls fathcr romoved 
to Indiana, whero be Hvod thirteen years, Hero 
ho obtalncd all the education which the fronder 
then afforded—amcunting to very Little in respect 
to schools, but mach in tho lessons of self-reliance, 
indostry and exery. Of these ho made the most, 
‘og his eubseqaeat life showed. Whether working 
onithe'{urm, or serving a 9 fatboutman on tho 
Bilesissipp!, be was {always learning, and training 
is powers, 

In 1880 Mr, Lincoln removed to Iltinols, and 
turned bls attention at firet to agricaltural par- 
suits. Then he eerved for a briet period as Cap- 
tals in the Black Hank wars; became Postmaster 
ino mall villago; began the study of Jaw, gave it 
upifor a time; was clected to the Iilinols Le3isla- 
ture, where ho cerved four years; resumed hls pro- 
fessional studies, and setued down at Springfield, 
Which continued to be his residence till he was 
called to Washington by the voice of thejosople. 

But while devoting himself to tho practice of 
lus profession, be could not fail to exhibit bis 
superior powers to the people, whose respect and 
confidence were often manifested. Ho ras chosen 
‘a member of tho Natioval Conyontion which{nom- 
inated Gen, Taylor for the Presidency. Holwas 
chosen a Represontative in Congress, serviaz from 
1847 to 1849, being active on the committees, bat 
waking only a few spocches, Such, however, as 
tho In pression be made upon those agreeing with 
im in politica, that, bat for considerations of 
locality, he, would Lave been eelacted for Vice 
Presidenton the ticket with Gen, Fremont in 1855. 

In 1853 occurred his famons etamping campalga 
with Senator Douglas, in whlch bis rare qualities 
es a debater and popular orator Orst became 
known to tbe country at large. In the followiog 
yeer, bo delivered an address in Now York, which 
greatly enbancod his reputation. 

In 1860 he was nominaged for Presktent in the 
Chicago Convention, on the third balios, his com- 
potitors being Mr. Seward, Mr. Chase and Mfr. 
Rates. Arter an animated canyass be was elected, 
receiving 160 electoral -yotes, to 72 for John C. 
Breckinridge, 59 for John Dell, sad 12 for Stephen 


A. Douglas, 
In the winter of 1851 (ho secession movement 


‘began some months before Mr. Lincoln was inau- 
gurated. Of that event and of the four years that 
followed we need not wrig. They are engraren 
deep opon the memories f the American people. 
Through them all Presidtat Lincoln stesdily rose 
jn the appreciation of ho loyal country. Not 
only did his admirbala pssomblago of qualities for 
such a crisis become baler understood, but ho was 
always growing. Unjer tho gulze often of mirth- 
Maines, to which ho yas Wont to resort as a relict 
from heart-breakingtares and perploxities, be was 
crer acquiring clofter, deeper and mors eolema 
vitws of his posiryn. Ho became a sincere and 
bumble Christar/ His affections embraced the 
whole land, its eflng as wall 95 1t8 loyal children; 
and we have nojdoubt that the one wish of nis 
beart was to to see bis country once more 
united, maerpand happy.
